The 
New York delegation, it is said, will be solid 
for him. It is understood here that Thurman 
will undoubtedly be the candidate of the ad- 
ministration and it seems from his published 
interviews that there will be no doubt of his 
accepting should he receive the nommation. 
However, the Gray campaign bureau have 
already commenced work on the féw stray 
delegates from the different states that have 
already arrived, Large lithograph portraits of 
the Indiana governor have been distributed 
all over the city and at every hotel packages 
have been received addressed tothe delega- 
tions. It is evident the Gray boomers are pre- 
pared to make a big fight for their candidate. 

Stevonson’s friends have not shown up yet, 
Dut it is understood that they will arrive in 
great numbers tomorrow and Sunday, when 
they will begin quiet, but earnest work. 
Black, so far as I can learn, is almost friend- 
less. His name is rarely mentioned among the 
delegates here. 

Carlisle and Morrison, as yet, seem to be out 
of the race, but with the few delegates here it 
is impossible to speculate with any degree of 
certainty. All might change in the next three 
days. 

The national committee has selected Pat 
Collins, of Boston, as permanent chairman of 
the convention, but there is some probability 
of opposition. Licutenant-Gevernor White, of 
California, will be pushed by that delegation 
for temporary chaimman. 


SOUNDING THE DELEGATIONS 


As They Arrive at St. Louis—Who Will be 
Nominated for Vice-President. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., June 1.—While but com- 
paratively few of the actual participants in 
the democratic national convention have yét 
arrived in St. Louis, yet each train brings its 
quota, and the city is gradually filling up. The 
hotels are all busy today, making preparations 
for the accommodation of delegates, ard ear! 
this morning gaeat truck loads of cots an 

lows began arriving, and will soon be brought 

to tequisition. The weather today is delight- 
fully ¢ool and pleasant. 

The hall at the exposition building will be 
ready within twenty-four hours. Tomorrow 
night it will. be formally opened with a 
concert. 

Colonel Richard J. Bright, sergeant-at- 
arms, has been here for two days, perfecting 
his arrangements. Frederick P.Prince,secretary 
of the democratic national committee, arrived 
last evening from Boston. In reply to a ques- 
tion, he said that the Massachusetts delegation 
was not only a unit for Cleveland, but that it 
heartily indorsed his position on the tariff 
question. 

‘Our delegation,”’ he said, ‘‘is not instructed 
for vice-president, but General Stevenson has 
many friends among the democrats of our 
state, and he may get our vote for second place 

on the ticket, That matter will be settled in 
caucus, however.’’ 

M.M. Ham, editor and proprietor of the 
Dubuque Herald, and a member of the nation- 
aldemocratic commitiee from Iowa. arrived 
hd amar In auswer to inguiries Mr. Ham 
gaid : 


“The Iowa democracy has but one sentiment 
on the tariff question. President Cleveland’s 
message has been adopted as their platform. 
Cleveland is their choice for president. As to 
vice president I cannot say. Gray, of Indiana, 
Black and Stevenson, of Lllinois, all have their 
friends. Just what effect the Thurman move- 
ment will have with our delegation I cannot 
tell. If he would take the nomination I ex- 
péct they would be glad to help him to it. We 
are going to try and carry Iowa this fall. The 
work we have done in the past few years gives 
us confidence in our ability to redeem the 
state. With Cleveland and tariff reform, we 
will, I think, be able to wipe out the small re- 
publican majority that now remains.”

A BOOM FOR PON DICKINSON. 


Friehds Shoving Him Forward for the Vice- 
Presidency, , 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—f[ Special. ]—Thcro 
has been more talk among the democratic 
members of the house and senate today about 
the man to be chosen for the second place on 
the presidential ticket than there has been. for 
alongtime. The booming which was-so gen- 
eral for-ex-Senator Thurman when talk com- 
menced about his candidacy, has pretty well 
subsided, it being very well known that—even 
if nominated—he would not accept. The Gray 
boom has also disappeared, anda new name 
has been brought forward. It is the name of 
Postmaster General Don M. Dickinson, and 
the talk in favor of his nomination is very 
strong indeed. There has been more behind 
this talk, too, than there has been behind 
booms which spring up in one day and fade 
before they have gained any material 
strengit. There is a pretty well defined opin- 
ion among politicians here that Mr. Dickinson 
is the choice of the presidentas his running 
mate, having found out thathe cannot have 
Mr. Qhuarman. 

What is significant in this connection is that 
the New York Graphic yesterday came out 
yery strongiy in favor of Dickinson’s nomina- 


tion, and today the editor of that paper, Mr.™ 


Hersley, spent several hours at the white 
house, part of that time being taken up in 
close consultation with Colonel Dan Lamont. 
It was also understood that Mr. Hensley saw 
the firesident, and that the whole matter was 
thoroughly talked over. Out of these things 
grows a pretty strong impression that the con- 
vention will be given a decided intimation by 
Mr. Cleveland that Dickinson is his choice as 
the second man on the ticket to be nominated 
next week. ‘he president has, during his 
whole administration, paid particular atten- 
tion to the growing strength of the democracy 
in the northwest. That portion of the coun- 
try has been neglected by the democracy here- 
tofore, and some shrewd politicians think that 
if.it were given poe in the coming 
campaign it would pan out good resultsin the 
shape of clectoral votes. 

The pre-ident, it is well known, is of this 
opinion and that, besides his strong liking for 
Dickinson, are among the motives which has 
actuated him in giving it out quietly that he 
would like to see Dickinson nominated. It is 
a significant fact in considering the strength of 
the McDonald and Gray wings of the democra- 
cy in Indiana, that nearly every democrat 
froin that state in Washington takes the side 
of McDonald. There is an organization known 
as the Indiana democratic association. <A few 
days ago certain, tvembex of it sent out notiti- 
cations that a meeting would be held tenizht, 
the purpose of which was to denounce the 
charges made against Gray and to indorse him 
for the vice presidency. There are oyer two 
hundred members in that organization. 

At the meeting tonight cnly fourteen of 
them appeared. A resolution advocating the 
nomination of Governor Gray was introduced, 
and these fourteen gentlemen had a very lively 
time in discussing it. It was adopted, but six 
of the fou:teen voted against it. The mem- 
bers of the club who staid away did so because 
they kuew the object of the meeting and want- 
ed to take no hand in boosting Mr. Gray. 

The California contingent have continued, 
however, to keep the honor for Senator 
Hearst well to the front. 

The interview with the California senator 
telegraphed froin St. Louis has added faith to 
his followers, and his name is high upon the 
banners of the golden state. ‘‘Hearst and the 
Pacitic states” are the watch-words of the Cal- 
ifornians. It seems to have fair staying qual- 
ities. 

SENATOR BROWN’S WATCHFULNESS. 

A billin which Georgia and several other 
of the southern states is interested passed the 
senate today, which result was compassed 
chietly bv the efforts of Senator Brown. The 
facts are these. A bill appropriating $15,000 
to each state for the purpose of establishing 
agricultural experinient stations was passed at 
the last congress ;_section nine of the bill pro- 
vided that— 

“Tie granting of all moneys authorized by_ this 
act is made subject to the legislative assent cf the 
several states and territ riestothe purpose of said 
grants, provided that payment of such installments 
of the appropriation berein made as shall become 
due any state before the adjournment of the regu 
lar session of 1ts legislative meeting next, after the 
passage of this act, shal] be inate upon the assent of 
the governor thereof duty certifiedto the secretary 
of the treasury.’’ 

Under this clause the comptroller of the 
treasury held that in all cases where the legis- 
lature had failed to give its assent, as, for in- 
stance, where no regular session, but only an 
adjourned session, was held after the passage 
of the act, and no legislative assent, but only 
the assent of the governor, was given, that it 
did not follow it in the spirit of the act, and 
that the money could not be paid. This was 
the situation in Georgia, and Senator Brown’s 


efforts were made specially for the purpose of. 


enabling Georgia ta get her part of the appro- 
priation. 

The legislature in Georgia adjourned over 
nntil the next summer and held another ses- 
sion. This act was passed in the medntime, 
and they did not take any notice of it. The 
first conrptrolier of the treasury declined to pay 
the money to Georgia on the ground that no 
notice had been taken of it and that the gov- 
ernor could not give the ascent. The remedial 
bill originated with the house, and made the 
yrovision that in case the legislature was not 
in session the governor might give the notice 
and the treasury might pay over the money.| 

Senator Brown took charge of the bill in the 
senate and succeeded in getting the committce 
to report it back early, recommending its pas- 
sage, and he then had it placed on the calendar. 
He called it up yesterday evening, but Senator 
Plumb objected to some formal part of it as it 
came from the house. Today Governor Brown, 
having agreed to some small verbal and formal 
amendments that Mr. Piumb thought would 

rfect the bill, called it up and it was passed.

The Bill Passes Restoring the 
Title, .

ANDIS MADE A LAW IN HALF ANHOUR 
The Fastest Congressional Work on Record. 
General Sheridan Accepts the Honor 
aud Issues an Order. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—[Special.]~—The 
house wrangled for full two hoars over the 
bill that the grade of lieutenant general of the 
army be discontinued and merged in the grade 
of general of the army of the United States, 
which grade shall continue during the life 
time of the present Leutenant general of the 
army, after which such grade shall also cease 
and the president of the United States is here- 
by authorized to appoint with the advice and 
consent of the senate a general of the army of 


the United States. The pay and allowance of~ 


the general will be the same as heretofore 
allowed. | 

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, who so vigorotisly 
protested against the bill yesterday, was, when 
the house convened this merning, equally as 
pronounced in his opposition to consenting to 
the consideration of the bill. It required a 
great deal of persuation with the tall Texan 
before his consent to withdraw the objection 
was secured. The two Breckinridges, 
Mr. Dockery, Mr. Blount, Mr. Bland and 
Mr. Mills labored for over an hour with great 
earnestness, and finally sueceeded in having 
him rise to his feet and announce his willing- 
ness to withdraw the objection, with the prom 
ise that the house allow him to place in the 
Record his reasons for having made the objec- 
tion, and this was quickly done, and in less 
time than it takes to write it the bill was 

assed, followed with prolonged cheers upon 
oth sides of the house. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, Mr, Cox 
and Mr. Kelley each made twoor three minutes 
speeches in support of the bill. The bill was 
quickly engrossed for the speaker’s signature 
and taken to the white house by a riding page, 
who was instructed to ride even swifter thah 
did the dying general, for whose benefit the 
bill was passed, when he made his fa:nous ride 
at Winchester. when twenty milesaway. The 
page was but four minutes in going from the 
capitol to the white house, and the clashing of 
the horse’s shoes upon the asphalt pavement, 
so swift was the speed, that the sound could 
be heard from one end of the avenue to the 
otiner. 

The bill was soon upon the president’s desk, 
and no sooner had it been placed there until it 
was signed. The page returned with the bill 
and also took with him the nomination of 
General Sheridan under the new bill. In 188s 
than two minutes after the nomination had 
been made the senate confirmed it. From the 
time the bili passed the house it was exactly 
thirty-eight minutcs until the sonate had con- 
firmed the nomination. It was the quickest 
work of the kind ever transacted in the his- 
tory of the country. 

Mr. Kilgore’sobjection to the bill ss that 
in his opinion it was a dangerous precedent, 
and he did not think it wise to make a speech 
in support of his position, which was general] 
applauded. Mr. Culberson also voted, as di 
Mr. Kilgore, against the passage of the bill. 

Dr. Pepper, provost of the University of 
Pennsylvania, retugned to Philadelphia at 9 
o'clock this morning directly after signing the 
morning bulletin. In an interview tomht, 
Dr. Pepper takes, by no means a hopeless view 
view of General Sheridan’s case. He says 
General Sheridan is desperately ill, but there 
is a chance for-his}jrecovery, He awards high 
praise to General Sheridan’s physicians and 
says they have been ably seconded by their pa- 
tient’s pluck and endurance. 

Geueral Sheridan’s condition tonight shows 
very little change since this morning. He is 
no worse and not much better, butis not re- 
garded as being in a critical condition. 


PROVIDING FOR THE RED MAN. 


The Indian Appropriation Bill Passes the 
Senate. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The resolution offer- 
ed yesterday by Mr. Cal!, directing the attor- 
ney-general to report whether Anastasia isiand, 
near St. Augustine, Fla., isthe property of the 
United States, and whether the whole or any 
portion of it is covered by Spanish grants, was 
taken up and agreed to. 

The house bill to amend the agricultural col- 
lege act of 1862 and other suppiementary acts 
(in regard to experimental stations) was, on 
motion of Mr. Brown, taken from the calendar, 
amended (in phraseology) and passed. 

Mr. Edmunds, from the judiciary commit- 
tee, reported back adversely the house bill re- 
moving the disabilities of Horace A. Brown, 
of Virginia, and it was indefinitely postponed. 
The reason for the adversé report is that the 
gentleman is not under any political disabili- 
ties, he not having been an officer when he 
left the service to join the confederate army, 
but only a naval cadet. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of the Indian appropriation bill.. 

A. colloquy todk place between Messrs. 
Plumb and Bate in regard to the administra- 
tion of the office of commissioner of Indian af- 
fairs, the formerasserting that the condition 
of things in th@ Indian territory was worse now 
than it had beenfor many years; that there 
never wasatime when the traderso dom!- 
nated the Indlan; when the Indian was 
brought so much in debt by the exactions of 
the trader, and when so much liquor was sold, 
and that the commissioner had no experience, 
was advanced in years, and was unequal tothe 
position; while Mr. Bate defended the charac- 
ter, ability, honesty and efflefency of the com- 
missicner, and challenged the senator from 
Kansas to prove his assertions, which Mr. 
Plumb promised to do. 

Mr. Blair said he had seen it stated in the 
newspapers that the Catholic church had an 
undue influence in the matter of Indian schools 
on reservations, and he asked Mr. Dawes what 
truth there was in such statement. — 

Mr. Dawes replied that the interior depart- 
ment made contracts with associations or indi- 
viduals for the education of acertain number 
of Indian scholars—some at $108 and some at 
$158 per annum and that there had been a good 
deal of complaint that the Catholic denomina- 
tion got a predominant share of these scholars. 
He attributed this, however, mot to any special 
favor, but to the fact that the Catholic church 
had a bureau in Washington, whose duty it 
was to look out for opportuni&ys to make con- 
tracts for the education of India children. 

Finally the bill passed and the senate ad- 
journed to Monday.

A STRIKE AND A ROW. 


Whites and Blacks Exchange Shots—Several 
Men Wounded, 

CHARLESTOWN, W. Va., June 1.—A special 
from Bramwell, Mercer county, to the Daily 
Gazette says: All the miners in the Blue- 
stone district went out on a sirike yesterday 
for two weeks’ pay, and to add to the excite- 
ment a negro was arrested for disorderly con- 
duct. After the arrest it was rumored that 
the whites would take him from the gnards 
and lynch him. At 10 o’clock last night the 
town was thrown into a violent state of dis- 
turbance by about one hundred negro miners 
marching to Bluestone inn, where the prisoner 
was under guard, and demanding his release. 
The guards did not surrender him, and with 
pistols a general riot ensued. Several men 
were shot among the rioters by members of a 
mob the whites had organized. At alate hour 
the mob had dispersed after several were ar- 
rested. Much trouble is expected, but, owing 
to the inaccessibility of the place, further par- 
ticulars are not dbtainable now.

The Enraged People Tear Down the Jil, 
Take Him toa Tree and Swing Him 
toa Tree—Uther Crimes. 


Viroqua, Wis., June 1.—Andrew Grand- 
staff, murderer of old Reuben Drake, his wife 
and two grandchildren, was captured while in 
bed last night by Pinkerton men and two local 
oflicers. Today the detectives pumped a full 
confession out of him. He intended torob the 
old man, but was unable to make Drake dis- 
close the place where the family valusbles were 
held. This led to the killing of Drake. Mrs. 
Drake attempted to shoot Grandstaff and he 
slew her in the presence of two children. To 
prevent the littles ones telling he cut their 
throats. Grandstaff was found in a shanty 
in the back woods. He traveled 
ten miles after the murder before 
morning, and washed his clothing in the 
Kickapoo river, afterward retracing his steps 
and discussing the tragedy with people along 
the road, Grandstaff has been known as a 
young, but cunning and daring semi-desperado, 
who madé his living as a lumberman and hun- 
ter. Hehas been a participant in sgveral 
affrays and an associate of hard characters. 
Little is known of his antecedents, except 
that he was of illegitimate birth. The people 
were greatly excited by the capture and lyase 
ing was threatened at the first opportunity. 
Troops were promptly ordered out by Govy- 
ernor Rusk. 

Ata late honr tonight cne thousand deter- 
mined men surrounded the jail,but the authori- 
ties refused to give up the prisoner, The bar- 
ricades were then broken down and the officers 
were overpowered. An hour was spent in 
broaking down the steel cage, and ~ the 
prisoner fonght with desperate fury against 
the mob that sought to enter. The struggle 
did not lastlong. He was taken out, bound 
hand and foot, led to the porch below, and 
there preparations were made to hang him. A 
rope was placed around his neck and the pris- 

“oner was asked what he had tosay. He pro- 
tested innocence, but it was known that he 
had made a full confession in the afternoon, 
and he was not believed. 

The scene at the jail is horrible. The prisoner 
is cooered withg blood, having beon terribly 
mangled while the steel cage was being bat- 
tered dowe.

A WOMAN WITH A HIP POCKET. 


Sensation in a Chicago Court Room—A Law- 
yer Dangerously Wounded. 

CuicaGo, June 1.—A tremendous sensation 
occurred in Judge Jameson's court, shortly 
efter 10 o’clock this morning. While the 
docket was being called Mrs. Meckie L. Raw- 
son was impatiently waiting for the divorce 
case of her husband, Canker Rawson, to be 
called. Colonel H. C. Whitney, her hus- 
band’s attorney, was sitting at a sidé table 
writing, when the court was suddenly startled 
to hear a pistol, and Colonel Whitney at once 
disappeared under the table. The shot was: 
followed by four more in rapid snecession, and 
Mrs. Rawson was seen pursuing Colonel Whit- 
ney with a Smith & Wesson 8-calibre revol- 
ver. Mrs. Rawson succeeded in emptying her 
revolver at Whitney before she could be cap- 
tured. Two ofthe balls hit the lawyer, one 
taking effect below the groin and the other in 
the left leg. The wound near the right groin 
will probably be fatal. Judge Jameson at 
once ordered Mrs. Rawson’s arrest, §and she 
was immediately taken to jail. 

Cdlonel Whitney’s wounds were dressed and 
he was taken home in a carriage, refusing to 
goon astretcher. When the officers arrived 
at the jail with their prisoner, Mrs. Rawson 
had every appearance of being an insane wo- 
man. Hereyes were red and bloodshot and 
she complained of being cold and faint. As 
soon as the search had been completed she be- 
came more composed. The jail officers refused 
to allow reporters to sce her. It is understood 
that Mrs. Rawson has been in adesperate state 
of mind since the appellate court yesterday 
refused to grant her solicitdr’s fees, and said, 
in passing upon the merits of her pending di- 
vorce suit, that the testimony was ouerwhe!]m- 
ingly against her. Itis understood that Mrs. 
Rawson claims that Lawyer Whitney trumped 
all the testimony which went to show that she 
had been guilty of infidelity to her husband.

BORDER SENSATIONALISM. 


The Texas Frontier Fight With Bandits—A 
Thrilling Story. 

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, June 1.—[Special.]— 
Sheriff Brito returned to town last evening 
after an extended search after the bandits who 
attacked Blas de la Torre’s store night before 
last. The sheriff and his officers found the 
place where the robbers had left their horses, 
which were tied in the brush about two hun- 
dred yards beyond the side yard in a litle mes- 
quitte motte thatis there. The banditti were 
evidently nine in number. Six of them at- 
tacked the store and three were posted outside 
with the horses. They all had new Colts’ 
frontier six-shooters and new 75 model Win- 
chester carbines. 

The sheriff’s posse also found the hat of the 
man wounded by Jaqueline, and the horse of 
Santos Roderiquez, the man k lled by Trevino. 
The hat was bespattered with blood and the 
horse, a gray, had been disguised by being 
daubed with mud. The man killed by Trevi- 
no, Santos Roderiquez alias Milino, was a son 
of Don Lus Molino, living at the Perdinates on 
the other side of the river. It is believed that 
he was the leader of the gang. The man shot 
and wounded by Jacqueline was Santos 
Garza. He was shot through the 
right side of the head, the bullet 
entering behind the ear and coming out at the 
cheek. The wounded, with the others of the 
bandits, crossed into Mexico at Perdinates 
early yesterday. Parties who arrived from up 
the river last night state that the body of an- 
other of the bandits, name unknown, was 
found in the weeds about eleven miles from 
here. He had been shot four times iu the 
breast. The gang is the same who attacked 
the Mesquittes ranch recently, and robbed old 
man Bernard Garza of $5,000. The fight of 
Trevino and Jacquline was, as new facts come 
to light, a most gallant act. That 
two men should whip eight armed bandits, 
kill two and wound one proves it one of the 
most plucky little fights on record on this 
fronticr. Whatis more remarkable, the offi- 
cers had but nine cartridges between them in 
their pistols, and fired eight shots, while the 
bandits fired over twenty. Sheriff Brito to- 
day presented Policeman Joaquin Trevoro 
with a magnificent pearl-handled Colt’s im- 
proved revolver as a mark of his appreciation 
of his conduct in the fight. 


McKnight Surrenders. 

Avovusta, Ga., June 1.—{Special.}—Mr. 
William McKnight, who killed old man Jo- 
seph Martin last week by kicking him in the 
stomach, in a difficulty, which grew out of 
Martin’s ordering McKnight out of his store, 
today surrendered himself to the authorities. 
McKnight eluded arrest after his difficulty 
with old man Martin, but this morning sent 
word to the police that he was ready to sur- 
render himself. He was carried before Jus- 
tice Vaughan, and gave bond for his appear- 
ance in the sum of $1,500. The coroner’s jury 
declared that Martin eime to his death from 
injuries in the abdomen inflicted by McKnight, 
and that the same was manslaughter.

The “City of Birmingham” to be Launched 
—“*The Kansas City.” 

Savannan, Ga., June 1,—[Special.] — On 
Tuesday, General Manager Belknap, of the 
Central railroad, accompanied by his private 
secretary and several other officials of the road, 
will leave for New York on the steamer Talla- 
hassee, to witness the launching of the steamer 
“City of Birmingham,’’ at Chester, Pa., Satur- 
day, June 9. Atthe same time the mayor of 
Birmingham, the press representatives, Dr. 
Caldwell and his daughter, who is. to christen 
the steamer, start from the ‘‘phenomenal city”’ 
tomeet themin Philadelphia or Now York, 
where a special car will bein readiness to con- 
vey the party to the great ship yards of John 
Roach & Co. The City of Birmingham is a 
freight steamer 320 = feet, long 42 
fect beam, and cost $300,000. She 
will be schooner rigged, supplied 
with triple expansion engines, and capable of 
making twelve miles an hour. There will be 
no accommodations for passengers. The ca- 
pacity will be between 6,000 and 7,000 bales of 
cotton or 2,400 tons of pig iron. The ma- 
chinery is finished and in readiness to place at 
once. The work will be pushed rapidly, and 
by the first of August she will make her first 
trip between New York and this port.

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A WILD MAN 


Found in the Recesses of Pine 
Mountain. 


A Remarkable Story Told By a Traveler in 
Harris County—Its Proba- 
ble Explanation, 


MounTAIn Hix1z, Ga., June 1.—[Special.]— 
Harris county is absorbed in the sensational 
mystery which was unearthed near there 
yesterday. Half a mule west of this place, on 
a high and rugged peak of the Pine;mountain, 
is an old Indian fort built of stone, and, owing 
to the ruggedness of the mountain, approach- 
able on only one side. 
wall, and its peculiar 
quite a_ stronghold for the Indians 
in time of war. For many years 
it has been remembered by only a few hunters 
and olders settlers, so deeply was it buried in 
the mountains. Recently, however, the neigh- 
bors who had been attributing the loss of live 
stock tou the sheep-dog and the deft handed 
darky, have had cause to suppose the old fort 
to be inhabited by thieves. 

Tuesday night Mr. B. G. Whitten passed 
near the mountain on hfs return from a neigh- 
bor’s house, and heard the piteous cries 
of one of his goats as it seemed to be 
carried up the mountain side to the 
old fort on the summit. Investigation 
disclosed signs of habitation and resulted in a 
band of half a dozen neighbors yesterday 
forcing an entrance and capturing a man inthe 
most abject state of barbarism. He showed 
fight and was felled to the ground twice with 
the butt of a gun. With great difficulty his 
hands and feet were securely tied. He had no 
weapons and was dressed in nature’s garments. 
A thick stubby hair has grown all over his 
body, his full, black beard reaches to his waist 
and his long unkempt hair hangs down his 
back and about his shoulders. He has keen 
black eyes that seem unaccustomed to the light 
of day, and since his capture he has not ut- 
tered asound. He seems a man of forty years 
old, six feet two or three inchesin height, and 
weighs about two hundred pounds. There is 
not a pound of surplus flesh about him—all is 
bone and muscle—and his strength is marvel- 
ous. His hands are talons and his india-rub- 
ber feet scarcely resemble the feet of a human. 
He was carried by the sheriff this morning to 
Hamilton, where it is thought Ordinary Wil- 
liams will adjudge himinsane, and have him 
sent to the asylum. 

Who this mysterious person is or how long 
he has been cut loose from civilization no one 
knows. Some of the older settlers tell of a 
young man, Redmond Sykes, who dazzled this 
part of the county away back in the sixties. 
He is described as tall, slender and straight, 
with intensely black hair and eyes, silken 
black mustache and soft white skin. His 
dress was scrupulousiy neat, and he was the 
picture of a handsome man. He was a man of 
leisure, had no visible means of support, but was 
never without money. He claimed to have a 
plantation and slaves in Virginia and one in 
Mississippi. For two years he was the star of 
the aristocratic society that adorned this sec- 
tion, and most fathers looked on his atten- 
tions to their daughters with favor. One 
afternoon he called to see alady for whom he 
had many times showed a preference. For 
two hours the interview lasted, and he left 
wearing a stony look of despair. His land- 
lady noticed that he refused to atteud supper 
as usual,and that night he disappeared and 
was never seen by the people of this place any 
more, 

Those who remember the young man are in- 
clined to think that they have fonnd him in 
the person of the prisoner captured yesterday 
at the old fort. However, all this is mere coy. 
jecture, and it is donbtful whether or not the 
real truth will ever be known and the inystery 
cleared up.

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THE STORY OF GINTOWN. 


Where Great Flocks of Sheep and Cattle 
Are Found, 

ALRANY, Ga., June 1.—[Special.J—An 
abundance of the small ironstone pebbles show 
that the land is peculiarly adapted to grape 
culture which is destined to be an important 
industry here. 

About twelve miles from Albany is a planta- 
tion known as Gintown,; so called owing to a 
cotton gin peddler leaving a gin by the side of 
the road uncalled for many years ago. This 
place contains the immense number of 24,000 
acres, only a few hundred of which are in cul- 
tivation. Gintown lies in the three corners of 
Dorgherty, Mitchell and Worth,,being upon 
the corner of each. Upon this great tract of 
timber land, covered with natural grasses and 
vegetation, large flocks of sheep and herds of 
cattle graze, the property of three or four own- 
ers. 

Shearing is being done now, and in a build- 
ing devoted to that purpose, are piled great 
heaps of wool each in its round ‘‘tleece’’ as 
taken from the sheep. The piles of the several 
owners are together, and with each can be 
seen many rolls from the black sheep, which 
are truly said by the old proverb to <4 found 
in every flock.

Ou no other hypotiesis can be explained the 
changes in the forms of both animal and vegetable 
life. The law of nature seems to be that whenever 
a civen condition is found, then a form of life suited 
to that condition also exists, In this sense, the 
earth isa universalgerm. Inthe same sense, we 
may consider the soul a universal germ of spiritual 
druiis, wether good or evil 

The body of man is of the earth, and will return 
toii; his soulis deeper and higher and broader 
than the earth, and will outlast the earth. What 
this soul is, in its entirety, we do not know. 
Our knowledge enables us to make only a_ partial 
classiticetion ofits parts. The mind and moral 
nature are the portions we first encounter, These 
are tie portals to a universe; more extended than 
garth, and more lusting than time. Here isthe 
field of our work, and it must be for both eternity 
gud time. : .

It is pot my purpose to discuss the psychological 
priue’ples involved in this topic, I wish to consider 
Very briely the relative natures of the elements of 
knowledce which eter into an education and the 
justness of the claim that ceriain branches of knowl- 
edge are of more value t!:an certain other branches. 
Perhaps the exact meaning I wish to con- 
vey cull be better expressed by an absolute form 
oithe word knowledge, and state the question 
thus: Which of the knowledges is most valuable? 
f{ am free to state thai I] d» not believe that the ques- 
tion as stated is susce;-tible of a satisfactory answer. 
LYet some writers claim that they have solved it, 
and have arranged and classifiel the knowledges 
specificaily, and insist that the educational system 
puonld be reformed and modeled according to such 
wlassiticacon. The sense in which the term knowl- 
edge is here used is Snot the strictest or highest one, 
but in a lower one, as simply learning. 

Hertert Speneer, in his work on  educa- 
Zion, devotes ari entire chapter to 
this topic under the form of the question, ‘‘What 
knowledge is of most worth?’ Most ably does be 
make the inquiry and the elaboration of the prin- 
ciples which he takes toguide him to a conclusion 
ds worthy the attention of all teachers. I make no 
question of the principles he lays down, I dissent 
from the application of them. While he maybe a 
agmaster of the scrence of psychology so farasit isa 
‘human science, it seems to ine that his view of man 

stoo narrow. He accords him, it is true, great 
wwer, great achievemeits and greater possib.lities; 
nut they are the power, the achievements and the 
sibilities of a steam engine which is what it is, 
cause its builder so made it. In other words, 
man is clay in the hands of the potter, to be 
fashioned at will and to become whatever 
the designs intend, As an aidin reaching a solu- 
tion of the inquiry Spencer classifies the leading 
kinds of agtivity which constitute human life as 
follows: 

1. Those activities which directly minister to 
self-preservation, 

2. Those activities which, by securing the neces- 
saries of life, minister indirectly to self-preserva- 


on. 

8 Those activities whi -h have for their end the 
rcaring and discipline of ofispring. 

4. Those activities which are involved in the 
yaintenance of proper social and political relations, 
‘ §. Those miscellaneous activities which make up 
the leisure part of life, devoted to the gratification 
of the tastes and feelings. This is 
‘the founcation and scope of his system, and what- 
ever in any educational scheme docs not tend di- 
‘reotly to secure these results he would wipe out. 
{He considers their importance according to the or- 
‘derin which they are named. It will bé seen that 
the scheme touches man only on the material side, 

nd anv other concern, no matter how important it 

ay be, can grow out of it only asa remote or acci- 
dental incident. How to secure‘these results is the 
‘knowledge which he considers of the most worth. 
“In his analysis of the curriculum of the schools he 
finds many things which in his view in no manner 
wid in reaching these ends of an education, and 
hould therefore be banished from the course. All 
Study of the languages, except English, is treated 
‘asso much time and labor worse than wasted. All 
ithe efforts of teachers and parents to aid students 
whould be directed to the mastery of the sciences, 
{because the knowledge of these is of most worth in 
ithe attainment of the chief aims of life. I would 
not be presumptuous, but, with alliespoct to the 
Opinions of this great man, I must offer my dissent 
rom the conclusion he has reached, I grant that, 
80 far as it goes, I have no objection to his enumera- 
ition of the activities which enter into life; but 
(there are other and important activities which 
find their arena in the moral and spiritual 
(part of man; that part ot him where what is hurtful 
ds 80 ready to find growth; that part of him where,it 
is So necessary to repress, restrain or stimulate; that 
area, that universe of him, where all the beasts sug- 
‘gested by Victor Hugo, are to be found, and the ova 
fall the insects and serpents'are sleeping.

100)8; It Comes in advance ofthe schools and 
is merel: supplemented by the schools Education 
by means of books and schools and teachers is 
a, conventional arrancement. A benefi- 
cent providence inplanted the  inatinct 
of self preservation in the human breast from 
earliest infuncvy, and eutire nations. in the savage 
state even, have acte1 upon it successfully without 
books or teachers. But we are discussing a plan of 
education, an education which all agree has two 
ends in view—the acquisition of knowledge and 
mental training. On the one hand, it is urged that 
a knowledge of science, physical science especially, 
can be of great value in the affairs of life and the 
acquisition of it secures mental training. There- 
fore, it should be studied to the exclusion of all else. 
We, on the other hand, contend that there are many 
branches of science, some more difficult than others, 
and some which must be mastered in whole or in 
part, others can be apprehended. 

we must first under- 
one which is of the 
easiest apprehension. There ‘is a science of easy 
apprehension, namely. language. It furnishes the 
only means by which all other sciences can be un- 
derstood or imparted. even. It should therefore 
stand first in the educational scheme. Is not thisa 
fair statement? Isit not logical? Mr. Spencer at- 
taches great importance to those activities which 
are required in the procurement of a livelihood, 
The piea for the bread winner is urgent and loud. 
Complaint is made that our educational plan re- 
quires much time in the acquisition of a knowledge 
of cead ana living languages which can 
be of no earthly use in_ the pur- 
suit of bread. Wi he does not 
on the same ground attack all the arts, painting and 
music, and what is known as esthetic culture is not 
apparent. 

We grant that all who are engaged in those activi- 
ties, which tend toindirect self preservation, may 
be classed as ‘‘bread winners;’’ that this class is of 
necessity a large one; and for that very reason we 
assert that, whatever increases the number of 
legitimate vocations, by which men may earn their 
bread, should be encouraged; and, we claim that 
classical studies, and _ all that portion 
of an education, known as liberal 
culture, furnish, either directly or indirectly, 
employment to a large numberof workers and 
should continue to be recognizcd in our educational 
economy. If we examine the principle of political 
economy underlying this question, we shall find 
this claim to be strengthened. It has been found 
that in the production of food, one person can pro- 
duce a sufficiency for twenty-five persons. So, if 
all should beeome food produ-ers, there would be 
twenty-five times as much produced as could be 
consumed: or vice versa, there would be twenty- 
four of every twenty-five persons unimployed. Po- 
litical science shows how this dangerous state 
of society is avoided by increasing the 
fields of employment and distributing the workers 
therein according to fitness. And we assert that the 
proposed change tends to contract the area of labor, 
and violates a principle of political economy by 
forcing the workers of this vocation into the already 
crowded ranks of other callings. I verily believe 
that the fakir of the streets with his cage of trained 
mice, showing bow they can be marshalled and car- 
ried through all the maneuvers of mimic battle, 
provided he be honest, isto be commended; for he 
makes a living for himself in his peculiar way. and 
takes himself out of competition with the toilers of 
the earth. 

But Mr. Spenser and others with him on 
that side of this question insist that a large majority 
of mankind of necessity must make a livelibood 
their chief concern, and the plan of education 
should conform to that necessity; that classical 
studies in no manner increase the wage earning ca- 
pacity and that a knowledge of the physical 
suiences does. ‘Theretore, the classies should be 
excluded aud the physical sciences substituted 
instead. 

Avainst this argument we urge, 1. That itisin 
effect, an attempt to attach to different kinds of 
knowledge a relative money value. and that which 
has the most ot this value should be 
accepted end the other rejeeted, whereas, 
in the nature of the case, no such standard of yalue 
exists. 

2. It supposes that parents and educators can fore- 
see what the capacities, tastes and inclinations of the 
fu'ure worker shall be,and mark out a path for him, 
saying: ‘‘In this thou shalt walk, and tn no other.” 

3. Itisa sound principle. itsapplication will go 
far beyond the classics, and musit and painténg and 
all other esthetic arts must fall beneath its ruthless 
hand, 

4. It violates the well settled principle of political 
economy already discussed. 

Ff, Itassumes what is not true, viz: That classical 
knowledge cannot be made available as a money 
making and a bread winning power. 

6, It ignores the fact that a knowledge of the clas- 
sics smoothes the way for the study of physical 
science to say nothing of the training it brings for 
the more thorough understanding of science; it has 
furnished the latier a complete cutfit in the form of 
a nomenclature, and from the time that oxygen was 
named-tothe manufacture of dynamite, the scien- 
tist has gone direct tosome classic tome for an ap- 
propriate name for his product. 

Finally, itiguores the great truth that man does 
not, can not and ought not to 
live by bread alone. There 
is a broad, a profound part of him which does not 
touch materia! things—the side of sentiment, of 
sensibility. Shall] all these starve for lack of food? 
And tbat m:ril universe which belongs to him, 
shall this be leit to run riot with evil?«To ask such 
questions is to auswer them. 

Now, who of us, by an appeal to consciousness, 
can tell which of our mental acquisitions is the 
most valuable? 

It will be evident that some of our aequisitions 
are indispensible; that our usefulness and happiness 
are largely dependent upon them; yet a little re- 

lection will show that these mental possessions 
rest and depend upon some other acquisition which 
possibly we esteem but little. To illustrate the 
thought let ustakea house. There is the tounda- 
tion which is of no value as a Louse; yetit is neces- 
sary tothe structure. Then, there is the first story, 
and if we are able to build t» that exten!,the recoud 
story. Many will say that the first story, because 
most used is more valuable than the second story. 
Yet from the surrounding of the building, the ex- 
balations of the earth, the upper story may be the 
sater @welling place. In that case the considera- 
tion of value will be withdrawn from the lower aud 
placed upon the apes story. Again, who will say 
that one half ofa dollar is of more value than the 
other half in any sense’? All will eoncede that the 
half has more purchasing power than the quarter, 
yet the quarter is asmuch an essential, integral 
part of the dollar es the balf—yea, more; if we have 
999 mills and lack one mill, we lark an _ essential, 
integral part of a dollar. Education ought, as near 
as possibile, to be complete and well-rounded. What- 
ever is done should be done witha view to com- 
Jleteness. Whatever foundation is laid should be 
aid with a*View to a complete structure. It is 
largely a process of growth—of development, It 
should include not only theiniellectual, but also the 
moral quality. Commencing when the faculties are 
dawning, it should not cram or clog the mental 
digestion with unsuited food. * If physical science 
must be administered, let it be given in broken 
doses, empyrically if you will. Let us remember 
that lusty growth and healthy bloom belong to this 
period. Not allthe animals which Victor Ilugo tells 
us are dwelling here are to be extirpatd The in- 
cipient serpents and tarantulas must be starved out 
by withholding what they feedon, if wecan. The

the surrounding aliment. but tke eagtes 
and the lions—how carefully should they 
be handled! No Procrustean metLod should make 
these kings the monsters, instead of the glories of 
their species. They should be trained—the lion, 
that he may ever stand with heart of adamant for 
the right against the wrong ; the easle, that he may 
soar with unwearied wing toall heights aad, gaze 
wlth unfailing eye into all depths, 

Fellow teachers, we cannot, we are not expected 
to doall. There is One ofinfinite power and wis- 
dom and merey, who will make sure when we fail. 
But He uses agents and servants in the accomplish- 
meut of His will. We, and all who, in any manner, 
are charged with the education of the young, are 
those servants. By fidelity and faith and unshaken 
reliance on Him we may, in our deali with 
this inserntable forganism, awaken energies pro- 
ductive of a force that may even steer it in security; 
or shed a ray of light hete and of warmth there 
whieh may focalize into a Pharos to illumine it for- 
ever. If we accomplish this what care we whether 
this or that element of knowledge has been of most 
worth in the achievement?

NEGRO SUPERSTITIONS. 


They All Point to the Insatiabili- 
ty of Death. 


Legend of the Creation of the Biack Race— 
Ominous Infaence of Screech-Owls— Evil 
Warded off by a Rabbit-Fotot. 


From the Cosmopolitan. - 

‘And what is death ?’”’ I asked an old negro 
woman. She had come from severa! miles out 
in the hill country to sell the townspeople a 
basket of late ‘‘roasting ears.’’ She was such a 
queer specimen of humanity. and ideas and 
fancies froin her weired world of ignorance flew 
80 rapidly to her tongue, that one was enticed 
into desire to hear more of her jargon. 

‘‘And what is death?” I asked. “Do you 


know it?” - 

‘Ey! I know it,’’ she answered. “Iha’ done 
seen it in times er sorrer, in times er sickness. 
Hit’s ershader en er darkness; hit’s like er 
spider’s web, ‘cept ’ez hit’s black, black ez de 
long hours er night—dee legs uv it, dar whar 
hit hangs o’er de cwool by dee air—long—long 
—long. Dee reach, one ter de eas’, one ter de 
wes’, one ter de north, en one ter de south; 
right fum its midd!e hangs er reap-hook. En 
dat shadder en darkness hit comes drappin’ 
down on yer, creepin’ up on yer; hit gits hold 
’er yo’ feet. Den hit slips up ter yer knees, 
den hit slips up, up, up, twel hit gits ter yo’ 
breas’. Dat reaphook hit gi’s er wrench ter de 
breaf er yo’ mouf, en dar! yer gone-—caze yer 
breaf hit’s yer soul!”’ 

Among those of the race that live far from 
white people, their teaching and their influ- 
ence, there is a barbarous belief that, whereas 
God is indeed creator of the dominant white 
race, they, poor blacks, are the handiwork of 
Satan. This making a man contra to the com- 
mands of our creator was the s'n for which the 
devil, once an angel of high degree, was flung 
from heaven. ‘‘¥lung into hell,’ declared my 
informant, the corn-vender, ‘‘en dar he be now 
tied ter de wheel er de charivt er fire! Chained 
ter de turnin’ wheel er fire; en darhe gwine 
stay twel de great risin’ day.” 

Finishing the uncouth legend: The devil, 
succeeding only in forming the shape of a man 
without the soul, became, as it were, a creator 
of death. “He blew en he blew, but dar come 
no life, dar come no breaf!’”’ said the woman 
excitedly. ‘But de Lo’d he feels’ sorry fer de 
dead man dat He gin him er breaf en er soul 
same ez er white man.’’ 

The larger amount of their superstitions, 
however, affect not such primal beliefs, but 
bear npon little daily events, which their igno- 
rant minds translate into signs and wonders. 
Their folk-lore is rife with signs of coming 
death—‘‘death-warnin’s.”’ If apple trees put 
ontwicein one year their rosy covering of 
blossoms, death’s cold feet are sure to walk 
that way. More still do the white blooms of 
the pear, coming at undue season, portend a 
shroud for some person passing beneath those 
white flowers, expected only to show their 
kindly sweetness at early spring. Whena dog 
comes tothe yard in front of a house door, 
there lying on his back, with legs pawing the 
air, making a motion to and froas if rubbing 
his back, know that he measures a grave for 
some member of the household. Or, if death 
be very near, the dog will bark and whine 
atunscemly hours. If a person sneeze once 
while eating, itis his death sign. Shoulda 
rooster come to a house door and crow lustily 
into the house,the death-spirit will be the un- 
welcome guest who will soon enter that door. 
If, on asunny morning, a brood of chickens lie 
flat on the ground all in a row, with wings 
spread wide, sunning themselves, they are 
meastring a grave; if the row of extended 
wings cover a long space, a long grave shall be 
needed; if a short space be measured by the 
wings, a child will pass over the dark river. 

Three lamps burning at once in a room is 
portent for either the eldest or youngest per- 
son occupying the apartment to quit life for 
death ere a full year passes. 

Screech-owls, with their quivering, harrow- 
ing crics, portend death; but they are very 
sensitive little creatures to all counter-eharms 
putupon them from within the house over 
Which they croon their dolorous monologue, 
Just ‘‘jam de shevel inter de fire, en time hit 

itred hot deo’ll hesh dere shiverin’!’’ or sprin- 

le salt on the blaze, or turn a pair of shoes 
up on the floor with soles against the walls; 
perhaps this faint semblance to a laid-out 
corpse will pacify the hungry spirit; the 
charm certainly (according to the negro belief) 
will silence its harsh-voiced emissary. 

To hear cows lowing late in the night— 
‘down deep in the night’’—is as sure a warning 
of approaching death toa near and dear one 
“ez ef some pusson were a’ ready laid on de 
coolin’-board.’”’ 

When shy forest birds come to flutter about 
a dwelling as if they were frightened; when 
they scek entrance, and, agitated by unwonted 
signs of civilization, beat their wings wildly 
for exit, so some soul will flutteringly seek its 
exit from that house. Anda black butterfly, 
woesome one of a lightsome breed, will bear 
into a home dreadful portent. 

Woe to that careless individual who strides 
through a happy home, bearing on his shoul- 
der a hoe, or an ax, or shovel, or spade; that 
looks as if he were bound ‘for the place of 
graves; and the ever-watchful, too-eager spirit 
of death will follow through that hoase with 
swift gait to chcose his own. 

Never dig a grave untij) the day of the burial; 
for, if leit-open over night, the gaping mouth 
will call, and call, and call fer a whole family to 


the dead be after sun-down, for doing the deed 
on the wane of the day wili place a direful spell 
upon all the dead one’s family and friends to 
foilow soon to the last rest. One must never 
Step over graves: neither must one count 
graves, nor even point at a grave. A house 
must never be swept after sufset; there is 
some woful portent attached to the act: nor 
must a broom, used with cleanly intent, touch 
the floor while a corpse lies cold within the 
house. When a grave is filled, the tools used 
thereabout should be laid on either side of it 
and left until other use absolutely requires 
them; if taken straight from the new grave 
the anxious spirit will seek them. Nor should 
an old grave be freshened and remounded 
when a new one is dug. 

Very meaningless are most of the negro su- 
perstions, yet in some way all seem to point to 
the vast insatiability of death. He must be 
invited by no weird circumstances; by no care- 
less freak, such as carrying sharp, heavy imple- 
ments through a house; by no undue delay ir. 
the performance of offices for the dead, or any 
undue haste to leave the lost to hurry back to 
life; by the greedy carrying away of the last 
things needed by the dead—the shovel and the 
hoe—to have on hand to begin straightway the 
making of bread to fill living mouths. 

Even to the simple act of poultry-raising 
queer superstitions are attached. For instance, 
a successful poultry-raiser will always take the 
shells just cracked and left by the downy 
brood and place them above the nest; the 
higher the broken shells are placed the more 
rapid and satisfactory will be the growth of 
the brood. And here is an infaliable rule by 
which one can “raise turkeys,’’ thuse least 
hardy of yard fowls: “Ef yer want to raise 
turkeys, en raise ’em certain en sure, des ez yo’ 
take dem shells whar de small turkeys ha’ des 
busted, en string ’em all on eryaller omespun 
string er yarn, en hang ’em up ’gainst de lef’ 
side er de jam er de chimney; den yo’ gi’ dem 
young turkeys pepper-grass ter eat, en gi’ hit 
ter ‘em soon. 

When a nestful of fluffy little chickens are 
taking their first peep at the world from under 
the mother hen’s wings, the careful poulterer, 
on the watch for such welcome évent, will run 
a to the nest with an empty sifter. This 
she will shake over the brood ; the empty sifter 
lets through nothing, nor does it catch any- 
thing, but shaken thus over the “hatchin 
nest’ will be an efficacious charm against al 
hawks or other birds of prey: ‘Dem sifter- 
shuck chickens ’ll be too spry ter be cotch!” 
Now if a person be so lucky as to find a nest- 
ful of wild turkeys, just hatched, he can se- 
cure and tame the whole brood if he sprinkle 
over them nestling in the grasses a handful of 
black pepper. 

To make fruit trees, or 
tree grow rapidly, hang an old horseshoe on 
one of the limbs. To find a horseshoe will in- 
variably bring good hick to its finder: anda 
horseshoe hung in front of a house will keep 
off witches and insure: to the inmates of the 
house sound. healthful slumber. To find a 
knife, or needle, or pin, or pair of scissons—in- 
deed anything at the same time sharp and use- 
ful in the “big road’ will insure the finder 
fortune. If the point of the thing found

oh rabbit foot kept in the vest pocket, or 
worn as a charm about the neck, will ward off 
evil, and will also bestow great strength upon 
its keeper. A black cat’s foot will insure its 
wearer against the bite of any deg, however 
vicious the dog may be, or however roguish 
may be the wearer’s intent and appearance. 
A certain crook of the arm, too, will defend 
one from any attack of the watch-dog; but 
this bit of slight of arm is known only to a few, 
and those mostly (we learn) who are of very 
roguish disposition. To have about a house 
some place of deposit for old shoes, and therein 
to keep all the wornout leather of the house- 
hold, will bring good luck tothe family. To 
lace or button onc shoe ere putting on the other 
is bad luck, pyobably because the stepping of 
the feet wanllte as uneven as was the attir- 
ing of the same. Hair should never be cut 
from the human head if excess of good for- 
tune be craved. 

Whereas it is a deathful portent for wood- 
birds to flutter in and about a house, itisa 
very excellent omen for gentle, fearless little 
birds to nest about a dwelling. 

By dreams,this race,as well as all other races 
in the infancy of their civilization, make au- 
gury of coming events. To dream of eatin 
fruit out its season is fatefully ominous. Ant 
to dream of finding a hen’s nest full of eggs, 
none broken; is a sign of coming evil. a 
person dream of finding a purse fuli of money 
then let him begin to make locks fast, for thiev- 
ish hands are reaching for the dreamer’s goods. 
But if the purse found in dreams be empty, 
there will bea fortune left its finder. To dream 
of a death signifies that a marriage 15 near at 
hand; if of a marriage, a death will soon fol- 
low the dream; all of which seem but to heap 
proof of truth upon the adage, “dreams go Ly 
contraries.”’ If there is laughter before break 
fast, there will be tears before night; if sing- 
ing before breakfast, crying will fill the sing- 
ing mouth before sunset. To burn Sassafras 
wood will make a breach and direful feuds 
among the most loving of friends and families. 

A housekeeper watchful for ‘‘signs’ will 
ever be ready for whatever guest may come. 
She will know that if a dishcloth be dropped 
a hungry guest will be coming. If a spider 
drops halfway down on his web from the ceil- 
ing, and then turns back and clambers up to 
the ceiling again, the expected guests have 
started to your house, but untoward circum- 
stances (the ‘‘breakdown”’ of the vehicle, per- 
haps) have detained them; they may not be 
expected that day. But if the insect comes 
all the way to the floor, begin to cook a good 
dinner; the house will be filled with company. 

The rooster, too, keeps a long lookout for 
coming guests. If he crow teward the front 
door, or the back door, you can form some idea 
of the high or low degree of the new comer. 

Young girls sitting meditatively before the 
wood fire of an evening may form some idea as 
to who will bear them company; if a long log 
should roll down from the blazing heap, a tall 
man will be the visitor; if a short log roll 
down, a “‘short statured’’ man willcall. And 
if a girl can make up a pretty bed—an acconm- 
plishment that Ruskin says every woman 
should possess—she will be rewarded, inas- 
much as she will be sure to marry a man with 
a well-shaped nose. If,on the contrary, her 
bed-making is not approvable, the man of her 
choice will have a most ungainly nose. if a 
girl should spill a handful of salt, she will not 
marry during that year; or,if she carelessly 
knock over a chair, she will not in a year wear 
a bridal veil. 

To twirl a chair about in the hands will 
bring bad luck. To step over a broom will call 
misfortunes upon one. To move a cat from 
house to house is bad luck, or to move a broom. 
But never, in leaving a house, leave it un- 
cleanly: yet the woman must not herself scour 
the floors, for that will (in some inexplicable 
way) be moving herself out of the house into 
which she is going. A neighbor must be called 
in to do the necessary scouring. But the mover 
may herself sweep the house and yard, then 
pass out of the gate, leaving the broom with 
handle toward the street (or more properly, 
road or path, for this is plantation lore), ready 
to the handof the next housekeeper who takes 
possession here. This careful sweeping and 
leaving the broom will both leave good Juck 
behind and carry good luck along with the 
prudent housekeeper. 

In making a journey,if a rabbit or any four- 
footed beast ran across the path, it portends 
evil to the traveler. Whether he be riding or 
walking he must get down to the ground, ard 
make a cross there ere he dare moveon. Turn 
back Gn any journey you are making if a 
screech-owl criesabove you! However, an ‘‘old 
hooting-owl” may foretell either good or bad 
fortune, according as its three hocts are given 
on the right or left hand. This isan unfail- 
ing sign (to its faithful believers) if one goes 
at- night either ’coon or ‘possum hunting. 
Three hoots to left will send any hunter home 
hopeless from the chase,while three hoots on 
the right will bring him success. ‘Starting to 
Visita neighbor, if the right foot trip while 
walking, know that the visit is expected with 
pleasure; butif the left foot trip, turn back or 
be an unwelcome guest. But before turning 
back, sit flat on the ground; no prudent person 
will turn square back on his tracks without 
taking this precaution. And intakinga stroll, 
never turn until you. have reached a turn of 
the road or the corner of a fence. 

The good farmer or gardener will do his 
planting or sowing according to the waxing or 
waning of the moon. He will sow his water- 
melons, or peas, or beans, or corn— indeed anv 
vegetable that bears its product above ground 
—on the increase of the moon. But potatoes, 
turnips, all *‘root crops,’”? must be planted on 
the decrease of the moon to insure a full gar- 
nering. Nor wil] the careful householder kil] 
his supply of meat on the moon’s wane, for 
meat killed and cured on ihe wane wil] dry up 
in the cooking, whereas that made ready for 
storage on the wax of the mocn will swell in 
the pot. 

When at early spring the fields are breavn 
and sweet with upturned earth; when all the 
wocds are rich with penetrating odor of wild- 
grape blossoms, and yellow with the perfume of 
crab-apple thickets, blushing with the weight of 
most fragrant flowers ; when streams are loosed 
from the cold clamping hand of winter, note 
the groups of laborers at their task of corn- 
shelling. They are gathered about the smo)- 
dering fires in the humble cabins scattered over 
our widespreading plantation; how careful 
they are that no cob from which the planting 
corn is shelled shall fafl among the coals! The 
‘prudent wife, when the shelling is over, will 
gather into her apron all the cobs, taking care 
not to leave even one to be burned, or to be 
thrown perhaps where wandering stock might 
set footonit. She will carry them to some 
running stream, and beneath its bed, under the 
light of the growing moon, she will bury deep 
the cobs, that the coming fields of corn may 
be molested neither by prowling stock, nor 
thievish hands, nor drought, nor “firing up” 
of ficlds. May her efforts and her faith insure 
to the laborers a full crop!

Beauties of Our Civil Service. 

A republican sub-committee of the 
United States senate is now engaged in in 
vestigating alleged civil service inconsisten- 
cy in the administration of affairs in the 
Wew York custom house. 

This is a pretty come-to-pass, and illus- 
trates very forcibly the foolishness of the 
civil service laws by which the administra- 
tion of President CMveland is hampered, 
bull-dozed and interfered with by the repub- 
lican party. President Cleveland’s ap- 
pointees in New York are nearly all good 
democrats, and in retaining Postinaster 
_ Pearson he has donemore in recognition of 
the civil service than all the acts of every 
-republican president combined. Complaint 

has been made that Collector Magone, of 
New York, is guilty of pernicious activAy 
in having revised the list of custom house 
officials, and having made a number of re- 
publicans walk the plank. The republican 
senate, ever ready to embarrass the admin- 
istration, has taken up the matter and pro 
poses to make a great fuss over it. Jt has 
gent a committee to New York to investi- 
gate the alleged violations of . the civil ser- 
vice law, and this committee is now at 
work taking testinrony.- Numerous ex-re- 
publican officials have been examined, and 
of course all of them have the same 
story of woe to relate. None of them, of 
course, knew ‘‘why they were disimissed,’’ 
etc. 

The committee made a useless trip in go- 

. ing to New York. It could bave made its 
report just as well from Washington, and it 
should have done so. Collector Magone 
should have simply notified them that he is 
a democrat, and that as he is responsible to 
the democratic administration, which admin- 
tration is responsible to the democratic party, 
which party is responsible tothe country, he 
preferred having democrats under him on 
whom he could rely, instead of having his 
office filled with men inimicable to the in- 
terests of the administration and ready to in- 
fure it at any time. 

The republican party was in power many 
years, and never troubled itself about civil 
service until itwas defeated. Itis now the 
duty of the democratic party to ignore it 
just as the republicahs did. — It is undemo- 
cratic and opposed to every theory of our 
institutions. The party in power should be 
held responsible to the governnient, and it 
cannot be held to strict accountability if it 
is hampered in the exercise of its authority. 
We want no civil service and the sooner we 
get rid of it the better.

Mr. Whitthorne, of Tennessee,thought with twen- 
ty thousand licentiates waiting for admission to the 
civil service, there was no necessity for having that 
number muitiplied. The effect of the multiplica- 
tion would be to debauch the young men and wo- 
men of the country by withdrawing them from busi- 
ness pursuits and putting them onthe anxious seat 
as applicants for ollice. He was glad that he had 
voted against the civil service law. He had beiiev- 
ed then, as he believed now, that it was anti-re; ub- 
lican and anti democratic in its tendencies He be- 
Heved that it would grow to bea sore-on the body 
politic full of mischief and danger to the theory on 
which the government was founded, Standiny, as 

' he dia, a3 one ofthe complainants against the ad- 
ministration for not turning republicans out and 
putting democrats in, he had reason to admire the 
fidelity of the president to the pledges made in his 
letter, and his course inthe execution of what he 
found to be the liw of the land.

The States and the Whisky Traffic. 

In response to an almost unanimous de- 
mand on the part of thgtemperance people 
for the repeal of the excise tax on whisky, 
so that the states may have the whole mat- 
ter in their control, the New York Evening 
Post makes the following alarming argu- 
ment: - 

But suppose the agreement were kept. Suppose 
the state government of each state collected as 
much tax on these articles as the federal govern. 
ment now collects within that state’s bounds. What 
would be the share of each state in the mighty 
bribe which is offered them? Would there be any 
equality in the division? It is not hard to find out. 
Here are the internal revenue collections in a few 
states for the fiscal year 1887: 

$50,284 | Mississippi. 
! ‘a 24,825,704 | New York. 
Yermont..... 30,120 | Alabama ... 10,015 
Kentucky... 12,417,550 | Ohio......... - 13,898,227 

Illinois would get nearly 500 times as much as 
Maine, Kentucky 400 times as much as Vermont, 
New York 575 times as much as Mississippi, and 
Ohbio 175 times asmuch as Alabama. Between these 
extremes the inequality would be as great as it 
possibly could be. How long would the states thus 
bled to gorge the treasuries of sister commonwealths 
eling to the arrangement? More than half the in- 
ternal taxes of last year were collected in four of 
the states above named. The present federal sur- 
plus is nothing to what theirs would be, and of 
course these hoards would be drawn from the states 
whose citizens consumed the goods, 


We have seen something like this before 
in some of our Georgia papers, but as the 
argument appeared to be preposterous on 
the face of it, we were at no pains to deal 
with it. But now that the Evening Post 
has swallowed the affair, figures and all, it 
may be well to show how fallacious its con- 
clusions are. 

Once upon a time, it will be remembered, 
the late Roseoe Conkling, while making a 
bitter attack on the south, remarked in 
his weighty way that the state of New York 
paid more revenue into the treasury than 
all the southern states combined. This was 
a master stroke; it was just such a master 
stroke as that which the Evening Post has 
solemnly delivered. 

There could be only one justification of 
Mr. Conkling’s remark. If the people of 
New York bought and used all the mer- 
chandise that enters that state through the 
custom house, then Mr. Conkling was cor- 
rect, Otherwise he made a ridiculous blun- 
der, and it was a blunder the Evening Post 
was among the first to expose. :

campaign of this year than it has ever done 
before, ‘There is no’ donbt but that the 
third party has gained gonsiderable stréngth 
during the past few years, and while, of 


/ course, its vote will be decidedly insignifi- 


cant in comparison with that polled by the 
other two parties, yet its canvass will be the 


| most active it has ever made, and its candi- 
| dates for president and vice-president will, 
| itis expected, receive a larger vote than 
| any of their predecessors. 


In 188Q the national prohibition vote for 
Neal Dow, for president was 11,640. The 
vote for St. John four yeas later was 151,- 
070. This increase was phenomenal, as the 


vote of 1880 was not 2,000 more than that, | 


of 1876, and that was but 4,000 above that 
of 1872. Even should the vote of 1888 be 
anything in keeping with the past ratio of 
increase, it will run up into the hundred 
thousands, and the prohibitionists them- 
selyes count on showing a strength of from 
250,000 to 350,000. Should this 
continue it will not be many years before 
the third party will interfere very seriously 
with both of the great parties as they exist 
today.

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FRIGHTENED HORSES 


Three Runaways in the Heart of 
the City. 


Some Miraculous Escapes—One Horse Jumps 
OveraDray aud Kuns Into a Mov- 
ing Car—Thrown froma Buggy. 


There wasfgreat excitement throughout the 
the central portion of ihe city yesterday even- 
Ing Over a series of runaways.

Gcode, Mr. Goode’s horse, a spirited animal, 
was being driven by Mr. Marcus Woodward. 
The contact with the runaway horse started 
Mr. Goode’s horse, and ina moment he, too, 
was beyond control. 

The Maynard horse dashed down 
Peachtree to Whitehall street. In 
front of the. National hotel he jumped clear 
over a dray which was in his way. Up White- 
hall street to Alabama he took the sidewalk 
on the right hand side of the street with a 
sinall portion of his buggy still clinging to 
him. Several people were on the sidewalk at 
the time but all were able to get outof the 
way. Turning into Alabama, the horse, fol- 
lowed by a smallcrowd of men and boys, ran 
toward Forsyth. Between Broad and Forsyth 
he ran over another dray and injured it cousid- 
erably. He was not caught until he reached 
the Mitchell street crossing, where he ran into 
a moving freight car. Both Officer Jumbo 
Hunter anda hegro claim the honor of having 
caught him. 

Lhe Goode horse’s flight was a most disas- 
trous one. Young Woodward held on to the 
reins, but he could do nothing to stop the 
horse’s tlight. In front of the ladies’ entrance 
to the ‘Kimball stood a buggy to which were 
hitehed two horses. Mr. R. L. Calloway had, 
& minute before, driven up and after taking a 
young lady into the buggy. was just starting 
uway when he saw the runaway horse bearing 
down upon him. He did all in his power to 
get his team across the’ street and 
out of harm’s way, but the street is 
narrow and the running horse changed his 
direction in such a way as to knock Mr. Callo- 
way’s buggy over, throwing both oecupants 
out. This started the horses which Mr. Callo- 
way was driving, and in much less time than 
it takes to teli it, all three were running away. 

The Goode horse was caught at the Halti-

WALKING ON THE WATER. 


The Aquatic Wonder on Lake Abana, at the 
Park, Yesterday Afternoon. 

Two thousand people, mostly ladies and 
children, went out to Grant park yesterday 
afternoon to see Professor Alphonse Kin g walk 
upon the waters of Lake Abana. 

And they all saw him. 

The show was a good one, especialiy for the 
children and ladies. The lake is surrounded, 
as all know, with banks which af- 
ford pleasant resting places, and _ all 
around it ladies and children rested, while a 
goodly number of gentlemen were scattered 
around promiscuously. On the little stand in 
the center of the lake the professor's water 
shoes and bicycle were deposited. The shoes 
are of his own invention, and in shape resem- 
ble a fish. They are thirty-two inches long, 
eight inches wide and nine inches 
high, and are surrounded by what 
appears to be fish fins which work automat- 
ically. The shoes are accompanied by a rud- 
der which enables the professor to turn around. 
In the center of the top is an opening into 
which he sinks his feet. In the shoes he uses 
no balancing pole, neither does he when on the 
bicycle. The bicycle, too, may be de- 
scribed. It is made of two cyl- 
inders pointed at both ends, surmounted 
by a seat and wheel very similar to those of 
the ordinary bicycle. The wheel has small 
paddles upon it, and when it is put in motion 
they strike the water between the two cylin- 
ders and propel the machine, The aquatic 
affair is guided by a miniature wheel in front 
of the saddle upon which the professor sits. — 

The banks of the lake were crowded before 
the professor made his appearanee. He made 
his first bow under a slack wire, and then gave 
an exhibitionupon it. Then, with two or 
three gentlemen, was rowed to the island. 
There he placed his bicycle in the water, and 
his shoes. Walking to the edge, he got into 
the shoes, and strode across the lake tothe boat 
house. As he reached the boat house, 
he stepped out and in a short time began pad- 
dling around on his bicycle. His walk across 
the lake from the island to the boathouse was 
slow, but it wes accomplished with ease and 
grace. On his bicycle he moved much faster 
and everybody was highly delighted. As he 
rolled toward the island an enterprising pho- 
tographer opened his camera, securing a_pic- 
ture, and as he mounted the stand the Gover- 
nor’s Horse Guard drew up in the grove near 
the lake. 

A ffovel and interesting feature of the enter- 
tainment was a pole walking by boys. A pole 
extended over the wa er and boys were invited 
to walk to the end fora prize. Noone got to 
the end but all felginto the water. The en- 
fertainment will be repeated this afternoon.

A DULL WEEK. 


A Smaller Volume of Business Than at This 
Time Last Year. 

New York, June 1.—R. G. Dun & Co,’s re- 
view of trade for the past week says: 

Broken by the boliday, has brought broken mark- 
ets. Lower prices for stocks and products, dull trade, 
cheaper money and better crop prospects have been 
its teatures. Exchanges continue to indicate a 
smaller volume of business than at this time last 
year, the latest returns showing a decrease of five 
per cent, in which twenty cities share, including 
seven of the ten having the largest transactions, 
Chicago and Pittsburg show small gains, and Phila- 
delphia gain of thirteen per cent, but New York 
shows a loss of seven and Boston of six and a half 

rcent, Cincinnati seven, St. Louis four'een and 

ltimore and San Francisco of seventeen per cent, 
New York exchanges for five months ending with 
May, after deducting donbie the value of stocks sold 
not only show a decrease in other business from las 
year. but a decrease of $500,000,000, or five per cent, 
compared with the same months of 1844, 

In reports from outside cities for five months, 
however, an increase appears; until witbin the past 
two months gaims were usual. ; 

Improvement in crop pee is decided. While 
the lossin winter wheat will still be large, a marked 
inerease in the acreage of spring wheat is reported 
with the favoring weather of lateand improvement 
in many quarters where the winter’s injury was not 
greatest, The effect upon the market has beeu im- 
portant. Wheat has fallen 4% cents, corn 3°, and

4 Cotton remains steady, and speculation has lifted 
coffee a quarter. But butteris in large supply and 
has fallen 6 cents. Evgs are lower, and an enor- 
mous glut of vegetables Las demoralized the market 
almost beyond precedent. Tea is stil! duil with no 
change. The auction and grocery trade, asa whole, 
lacks the buoyancy usnal at this season. 

The slight improvement in graip freigh‘s to 1! 
for wheat to Liverpool, indicates a better export de- 
mand since the decline in price. There is no im- 
provement in the iron market. Indeed the acce 
tance of lower prices by some southern workers in 
need of money has strengthened the impression 
that prices will go still lower. Consumers gain an 
advantage in the recent sales of lake ore, and the 
market for bar iron has a weaker tone. Cotton 
manufacture, on the other hand, improves in out- 
look and higher prices are mace for print cloths 
and some staple goods. No recovery is seen in 
wooleus, but large sales of flannels re-uited very 
satisfactorily, though prices averaged 5’, per cent 
lower than fst year's at the first,and 7°~ per cent 
lower at the second sale.

INFANT’S CLOTHING, 
From Good Housekeeping. 

A baby must have enough clothes to enable 
it to be kept perfectly sweet and clean; but it soon 
outgrows those it wears at first, and, as they do pot 
improve while lying by awaiting a second term of 
service, it is wise Mot to have too large a stock to be- 
gin with, Afew more can be purchased at any 
time ifthey are needed, and in larger sizes than 
would be provided at first. Something depends 
upon the laundry arrangements. Ifthe clothes do 
not come from the wash regularly at an appointed 
time, more will be needed than if their prompt ap- 
pearance could be relied upon. 

The following list represents the medium of re- 
quirement, and can be added to or curtailed as cir- 
cumstances demand : 

Six plain slips, for every-day wear. 

Six slips of thicker material, for night wear.

‘and scalded in boiling water. 


The flannel blanket may have a two-inch hem, 


feather stitched with washing silk, or be orna- 


mented in any way the mother pleases. It isto 
wrap around the child when it is carried from room 
to room. 

The knitted blanket can be knit of Germantown 
wool a yard long and nearly as wide. It is used to 


‘spread on the lap to recelve the child when it is 


lifted from its bath. 
One knitted jacket is to weer under the cloak 


‘when it goes out; the other to put over the night- 
dress if the room is unusually cold. 


The cloak and hood must vary in material with 
the season at which they are to be worn, In sum- 
mer, lace capsare the prettiest covering for the 
head. 

No pins should be used about a baby’s dress ex- 
cept the safety-pin that fastens the napkins. If this 
rule is rigidly adhered to, pins are excluded from 
the list of posslble clouses of a fit of crying. 

Day clothes that are to be worn again must be 
hung up at night and well aired, and the night 
clothes treated in the same way during the day.

A great deal 
depends on keeping warm atid on beating at 11 
o'clock.

ARCHIE’'S BALLOON. 


Thrilling Adventure of a Braye Ten-Year- 
Old Boy. 


TuEre is always something happening at 
Wicksville to make a sensation, it seems to me, par- 
ticularly among the boys. I told yourecently about 
my ‘‘Double-Action Coaster,’’ and how the parson 
and the school-master came to grief on its trial-trip, 
and I am going to tell you now about Archie Walton 
and his balloon. It happened in September last, 
and if Archie hadn't been one of the pluckiest boys 
in the world the adventure would have cost him his 
life. Asit was, he came out of ita regular little 
hero. 

Archie always has a hobby of some kind, and last 
summer it was balloons. Somebody had given him 
a book which explained how to make them, and he 
spent the greater part of his vacation atit. He had 
a cood deal of ingenuity, and he soon got so that he 
could make a better balloon than he could buyin 
the shops. 

Of course I don’t mean the great big affair that 
aeronauts use, which, you know, is made of silk 
carefully oiled and varnished, and enclosed in a 
light but strong netting—Archie’s balloons were 
made of paper and he sent them up by inflating 
them with hot air. You have all done the same 
thing nodoubt, but I’m quite sure none of you 
ended with such an adventure as befell Archie. 

The boys of Wicksville had a great deal of fun 
with these balloons and whenever one was to be 
“fired up,”’ they assembled in the big lot near 
Archie's house to watch the ascension. As the 


season approached when that sort ofsport would 


liave to be abandoned. Archie determined to give 
the town a surprise. Hitherto his balloons had 
been rather small. They went up well and sailed 
off through the air very prettily, but they were tame 
affairs at best. To ‘“‘wind up his season,”’ as he 
called it, he thought he would try his hand ata 
regular monster, the biggest balloon that Wicks- 
ville had ever seen. 

His arrangements were soon made. He bought a 
ream ofthin but very tough manila paper, two 
yards of good stout wire and two of lighter weight, 
half a dozen balls of candle-wick, which he rolled 
into one, a galicn of aicohel and a bucketof paste.

These be placed edge to edge,’ 
over-lapping them and pasting them carefully. 


Over the top, which was neatly closed, he pasted a- 


big round piece of paper to give it greater strength 
where allthe strips met.

Jic next made out of his stout wire a ring two feet 
in diameter, and fastened two pieces ofthe lighter 
wire acrossit, passing each other in the center. 
The ring he pastedin the bottom ofthe balloon by 
folding enough. paper over it to make it firm and 
strong. By means of fine wire he attached the ball 
of candle-wick to the cross pieces in the center of 
the ring, and the balloon was done. 

It was, indeed, a monster—fifteen feet high and 
ten feet in diameter; and every part of it strong 
enough to withstanda very great strain. All he 
had to do now to send it up was,to saturate the ball 
ofcandiewick with alcohol, touch a match to it 
and wait until the heated air filled it out; it would 
then rise in the air, and a bailoon of that size would 
develop a good deal of lifting power and go up 
gradually. 

It was late inthe afternoon when he finished it, 
and that evening he went around and told all the 
boys that he wanted them to come to the lot the 
next afternoon at 3 o’clock—he had something 
great toshow them. Youare pretty safein guess- 
ing that every mother’s son of them agreed to come, 

At the appointed time every boy in Wicksville
